Return to Bone-Dry Conditions

VICTORIA, B. C., December 20 
(Special Correspondence) — British 
~ Columbia has taken what prohibition 
leaders believe to be the first step 
back toward bone-dry prohibition, 
when the provincial Legislature, in 
session here, decided to open beer 
‘bars in this Province, thus, in effect, 
abolishing Government control of 
liquor. 

This decision; which came as a 
complete surprise to opponents of 
beer and even to its advocates, was 
reached after a warm debate lasting 
many hours and featured bythe warn- 
ing of A. M. Manson, Attorney-Gen- 
eral, that a decision in favor of beer 
licenses would simply open the way 

. for more law breaking. The vote 
was 28 to 15 in favor of the issuance 
of licenses in the 23 districts which 
voted wet in the June plebiscite. 
While no licenses will be issued in 
the other 17 districts, it will be im- 
possible for them to enforce the pres- 
ent law’ with beer being sold in ad- 
joining areas. 

“This just means a return to bone- 


dry prohibion,” J. R. Colley. leader |

Control Reaches Last Stage 
A summary pt the speeches of the 
members who‘opposed beer, among 
them the Attorney-General who has 
charge of liquor law enforcement, 
shows that they feel that the open- 
ing of beer bars simply means that 
Government control has finaily run 
the gamut of experimentation and 
now has reached its last stage. In 
other words, they asserted, the con- 
trol of liquor has slipped from the 
hands of the Government and into 
the hands of private interests again. 
In other words, Government con- 
trol as such has failed completely 
and last night’s decision of the legis- 
lature proves it. From now on Brit- 
ish Columbia will not have Govern- 
ment control, for private interests 
will be selling liquor legally. 
Minister Pleads for Delay 
The speech of the Attorney- 
General indicated that he despaired 
of Government control with the new 
beer system in effect.. He pleaded 
for at least a year’s delay in the 
‘opening of beer bars, so that his 
pew and reorganized liquor adminis- 
tration could investigate the- 


of the Province, he asserted, were 
working 24 hours a day to break 
down the law, and they would not 
be satisfied with the sale of beer in 
licensed premises, but would geek to 
violate the new laws, too. He was 
rapidly nearing the conclusion, he 
added, that the Government would be 
forced to confiscate. the breweries 
before it would be able to control the 
liquor situation. 

John Oliver, veteran Premier of 
this Province, as he voted in favor 
of beer, declared with much feeling

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MOLDAVIAN REPUBLIC FORMED NEAR BLACK SEA 


| Territory, Formerly Part of Ukraine, Is Some 60 Miles in Length by 40 In Breadth 


RUSSIA SANCTIONS FORMATION 
OF NEW REPUBLIC OF MOLDAVIA 


‘Autonomous’ State Will Act as a Buffer Between 


Ukraine and Bessarabia—Commission to Deal With 


Special from Monitor Bureau 


LONDON. Dee. 16--The_ contro- 
versy between Rumania and the 
Soviet Union over the ownership of 
Bessarabia has recently become fur- 
ther involved, owing to the Soviet 
Government at Moscow having sanc- 
tioned the formation of the ‘‘autono- 
mous Soviet Socialist Republic of 
Moldavia.’ The new “autonomous” 
republic, which was formerly part 
of the Ukraine. where, according to 
Soviet authorities, there are 
(400,000 Moldavians, faces its larger 
/neighbor, Bessarabia, across the 
‘River Dniester. It is some 60 miles 
‘in length by 40 in breadth.

Much Imported Seed, 
Expert Declares

CHICAGO, Dec. 26—Because farm- 
ers would do better if they planted 
black sand instead of much of the 
imported clover seed sold in the 
United States, according to Prof. J. 
F. Cox of the Michigan Agricultural 
College, impetus has been given a 
new national co-operative associa- 
tion just launched here. 

It is called the Federated Seed 
Society and aims to protect the 
farmer in the seed he sows. Its 
Jeaders hope it will grow until it 
promotes annually the sale of mil- 
lions of dollars of seeds of known 


origin and proven quality. 
Methods virtually patterning those 


of the bootlegger are employed to} 


deceive in the importation of some 
of the seed current in the United 
States, declared Mr. Cox. Certain 
cheap seed grown in_ southern 
Europe is shipped to northern ports 
and there reshipped to the United 
States to give it the appearance of 
hailing from its final European 
locality.

A co-operative business of 
$1,500,000 in seed of known origin 
and hich quality. certified in sealed 
bags, has been done there. Besides 
Michigan, seed societies or farm bu- 
reaus in Indiana, Ohio, New York, 
Maryland and Virginia have heen ac- 
tive in promoting the voungest of the 
farmers’ national co-operative acen- 
cies.

Impossible, Commission Says 


Hylan Plan of Independent System Couldn’t 
Comply With Law Specifications, Report 


the first three years on the inde- 
pendent municipally-owned system. 
Testimony given during the investi- 
gation showed that the proposed sys- 
tem would cost $188,000,000 to con- 
struct, to which must be added, the 
accountants of the state commission 
figure, 40 or 50 per cent for the neces- 
sary equipment. 

The law establishing the city 
transportation board and giving the 
city power over transit construction 
specifically provides that for the 
first three years the fare shall be 
5 cents, and that any deficit shall 
be paid out of taxes. At the end 
of the three-year period the law pro- 
vides that the system must be self- 
supporting, not only to meet operat- 
ing expenses but to pay interest and 
amortization on the city’s invest- 
ment. 


NEW YORK, Dec. 26—When the 
investigation of the transit situation 
in New York City is resumed, the 
question of the ability of the. pro- 
posed municipally-owned subway 
system, to operate under a five-cent 
fare, will be taken up. 

Further information will be sought 
on the plans for financing the pro- 
gram, outlined by Mayor Hylan, as 
the result of testimony offered by 
John H. Delaney, chairman of the 
city’s board of transportation, to the 
effect that the projected Washington 
Heights Line would cost more than 
twice as much per mile than any of 
the subways built under dual con- 
tract between the city and the sub- 
way corporations.

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ROME WATCHING 
HOLY LAND ACTS 


Latin Patriarch Sees Pope, 
Following an Interview 
With English Prelate 


Special from Monitor Bureau 
LONDON, Dec. 14—The arrival in 
Rome of Mer. Barlassina, the Latin 
Patriarch of Jerusalem, is only one 
sign among others of the exceptional] 
vigilance with which the Vatican 
is watching the situation in Pales- 


tine. 

A few weeks ago, Mgr. Evan Mor- 
gan, an English prelate who is one 
of the chamberlains to the Pope, was 


sent from Rome to Jerusalem on a 
special mission. The precise object 
of his journey wag not disclosed, but 
he was believed to be the bearer of 
confidential instructions to the Latin 
Patriarch, who has now been sum- 
moned to report to the Vatican in 
person. 

Another sign pointing in the same 
direction is the memorandum which 
has been submitted to the League 
of Nations by the Italian (Roman) 
Catholic “Union for the Palestine 
Holy Places and Pilgrimages. The 
memorandum appeals to the League 
to. protect Christian interests and 
especially Roman Catholic interests, 
in Palestine. At the same time, it 
calls upon the Italian Government to 
fulfil its traditional mission as 
the champion of Christianity in the 
Holy Land, and protests against any 
attempt to violate the sanctity of 
the holy places, with special refer- 
ence to the Coenaculum. 


Holy Places Undisturbed 
The British Administration’ in 
Palestine, however, has in no way 
interfered with the holy places, and, 
so far as their custody is in dispute, 
it has carefully refrained from dis- 


turbing the status quo. This is in 
accordance with the mandate, ac- 
cording to which, questions of this 
kind are to be dealt with by an 
international commission under the 
auspices of the League of Nations. 
The allusion to the Ccenaculum 
requires some explanation. The Ce- 
naculum, the traditional scene of the | 
Last Supper, fell into ‘Moslem hands | 
early in the Middle Ages. In the) 
fourteenth century it was recovered 
by the King of: Naples, and the an- 
cient church which formerly stood 
on the site was replaced by another 
edifice, which is still in existence. 


Ottoman Conquest 
Shortly after the Ottoman con- 
quest in the sixteenth century, the 
Cenaculum again passed into Mos- 
lem hands, where it has remained 


ever since. Mainly on the ground 
that it was recovered for Christen. 
dom by King Robert of Naples, the 
Italian Government has for some 
time laid claim to the Ccnaculum, 
the possession of which, it is 
thought, would add to its prestige 
in the Near East. 

This explains the special emphasis 
which is laid on the Conaculum in 
the Italian (Roman) Catholic memo- 
randum. The Italian Government has 
informed the memorialists that it. 
watches Roman Catholic interests | 
in Palestine with unremitting solici- 
citude, and is doing everything in its 
ers to safeguard them. 

It is widely felt that the Vatican | 
is engaged in a vigorous attempt to) 


stake out as large a claim as pos-| 
sible in the holy places, and now has | 


a decided advantage over its one- 
time rival, the Greek Orthodox 
Church, which is at present in low | 
water owing to the loss of the finan- 
cial and political support on which) 
it could formerly count,from Russia. 


The intensive campaign which is| | 
now being carried on is connected | 
with the fact that the situation -in 


Palestine has recently been under 
review by the Permanent Mandates 


Commission of the League of Na-j 


tions, whose report has now been 
laid before the League Council at its 
Rome meeting. It will be noted that 
the date of the Rome meeting of the 
council coincided with the visit to 
the Vatican of the Latin Patriarch 
of Jerusalem.

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EDITORIALS 


There is nothing which perplexes the aver- 
age American more than the apparent deter- 
mination of the Eng- 
>) lishman to cling to all 
the forms and ceremo- 
nies of the historic past. 
Here is a nation which 
was the discoverer of 
Simplicity parliamentary govern- 
: | J ment, which beheaded 
| one of its monarchs and 
expelled another, which was the first of the 
great powers to give to women the suffrage, 
which is notorious for its resolute protection 
of the rights and liberties of its citizens, yet 
which insists on covering up all these demo- 
cratic realities with the elaborate forms of 
monarchism and authority. 

There is no more conspicuous example of 
this trait than in the annual ceremony of the 
opening of Parliament by the King. At the 
appointed time a processional way, guarded by 
troops in full uniform, runs from Buckingham 
Palace to the houses of Parliament. The peers, 
the judges, the diplomatists, all in magnificent 
robes, assemble in the hereditary House, the 
House of Lords.. The King and the Queen in 
full regalia drive in state to Westminster. The 
House of Commons, mostly clothed in sober 
black, is peremptorily summoned to hear the 
message from the Throne, announcing the 
legislative program for the session, read to 
the assembled company by the King himself. 
Yet everybody knows that every word of the 
speech was written by the Prime Minister and 
his colleagues, that the King had nothing what- 
ever to do with it, that all real power rests with 
the House of Commons. which can turn out 
the Government and select another at any 
time, and not with the House .of Lords, most 
of whose powers have been taken away. Why, 
therefore, all this ancient make-believe? 

The American is inclined to compare all this 
pomp and riot of color and robes and ceremony 
unfavorably with the simplicity of his own 
methods. That he has some sneaking fondness 
for uniforms and ritual may be seen from the 
parades and elaborate uniforms of Masonic and 
other orders of many kinds. But his national 
ceremonies are exceptionally austere. When 
Congress meets, the senators march in pairs, in 
ordinary clothes, to the Chamber of the House 
of Representatives, where they take seats in 
the front of the Chamber. The only signs of 
special dress are the robes of the members of 
the Supreme Court, who sit in front of the sena- 
tors. The President is introduced without 
ceremony and reads a message which he has 
manifestly prepared himself. To the Ameri- 
can there is more dignity and reality in this 
simplicity than in all the ritual of the world. 

The Englishman, however, is not at all 
abashed by the criticism. He will admit the 
dignity and value of simplicity. There is noth- 
ing he dislikes more than affectation and 
hypocrisy. But, he says; all this ceremony is 
not affectation and hypocrisy. It is an attempt 
to remind busy, self-centered, ambitious hu- 
manity that in public affairs we have to serve 
something greater than ourselves. The crown 
is a symbol whose purpose is to make people 
realize that the task of government is not 
worldly success or the pleasing of the people, 
or even the carrying out of its desires, but 
fidelity to that something far greater which 
they dimly recognize as the governing Principle 
of the universe. 

Anyhow, whether he is right or wrong, the 
Englishman shows no more signs of breakirg 
away from his love of ceremony than the Amer- 
ican does of breaking away from his democratic 
simplicity. And, really, neither the simple nor 
the elaborate outward form is what matters. 
You can have dignity and modesty just as you 
can have snobbishness and pride under either 
guise. What does matter is integrity, humil- 
ity, obedience and wisdom in those who occupy, 
or are elected to occupy, high places in the 
state. If those qualities are there, it needs no 
decoration to bring them out. If they are not 
there, no simplicity of ceremony. will produce 
them.

every section of the country the attention of 
the people will be directed to the discussion of 
Jegislative measures intended by those who 
sponsor them to advance or safeguard the pub- 
lic welfare. That this appraisal of their worth 
or purpose is not always unanimous!l*® accepted 
as correct is not to be wondered at. Often 
those things which are right are opposed simply 
hecause they are right, 
tue of wrong is vociferously proclaimed from 
the housetops. 

There is hopeful promise that those who 
trame and enact the laws are learning to profit 
by the experiences of the past. Mankind is 
gaining a clearer perception and understand- 
ing of what law really is. When there comes 
that fuller understanding that all law has a 
single source and origin, and that the page 
written in the statute books, if it is to endure, 
must reflect an understanding or a revelation 
of Truth, a great progressive step will have 
been taken in the conduct of human affairs. 
The history of the advance of civilization is 
written in human codes. It will be so written 
until the end of time. One who scans the pages 
finds hopeful promise for the future. There 
has been a gradual emergence out of the dark- 
ness of superstition. out of the narrow realm 
of human hatreds and jealousies, and a pro- 
gressive growth of true democracy. 

Those who, in the exercise of delegated 
power and authority, enact the laws of a 
nation or a state, more than theoretically

reflect the composite sentiment and intelligence | has recently recommended a $9,000,000 bond 


of the people whom they represent. It is only 
as Truth is revealed by experience or under- 
standing to the people themselves that it is 
transcribed and written into law. Laws are 
not made. They are declared or expounded. 
Until there is gained the clear realization that 
“this is the law,” a mere assertion that such is 
the case cannot be accepted as final or con- 
vincing. 

As the people of what they claim is an 
advancing civilization look back upon the years 
and centuries of constant struggle upward and 
onward, they are able to trace progress through 
the realization of human rights which have 
been declared, through the declarations of 
wrongs which have been disclosed by a realiza- 
tion of the right, and through the recognition 
of a common brotherhood which teaches social, 
political and industrial equality. Human lib- 
erty cannot be expressed solely by affirmation 
of unlimited privilege or unrestricted license. 
Its enjoyment comes only with the ungrudging 
concession of common rights. Thus there must 
remain, in the human as well as the divine 
code, the forbidding “Thou shalt not.” This 
stern note must be sounded until that time 
when universal brotherhood is established in 
the hearts of men. 

The hopeful promise is made that ‘the time 
will come when men shall have one Mind, and 
that with that there shall be an annihilation 
of all that is wrong in “social, civil, criminal 
and religious codes.’ 


The executive coum re the State Federation 
of Labor of New York, at a session recently held 
in Albany, outlined for 
submission to Governor 
Smith of that State a 
proposed legislative pro- 
gram which it urges him 
to incorporate in his 
forthcoming message to 
the Legislature. Not 
content to confine itself 
to the consideration of measures affecting 
labor and industry, the council steps beyond the 
realm of its recognized activities and recom- 
mends that the Chief Executive oppose any 
“proposal to re-enact state prohibition enforce- 
ment, and support the proposal to legalize light 
wines and beers.” 

The query at once presents itself, for whom 
and in whose behalf do these councilors for the 
unionized workingmen of New York claim to 
speak?. It might be unjust to suspect that they 
hope, by espousing a lost cause to which the 
Governor has not sought to conceal the fact that 
he is committed. to further the cementing of an 
offensive and defensive alliance in which it may 
appear that Labor would uphold the Executive 
in his effort to accomplish the partial nullifica- 
tion of the prohibition law if he, in turn, will 
regard favorably the somewhat ambitious pro- 
gram for legislation in Labor’s behalf. The de- 
sire is to believe that these spokesmen do not, 
in fact, represent the prevailing sentiment 
among organized workers. Thousands of these 
men and women have come to realize that the 
outlawing of the saloon and even the success 
thus far achieved in enforcing national prohi- 
bition have brought unexpected benefits. 

The problems attending the administration 
and enforcement of the prohibition law in the 
lU'nited States are no longer political or partisan. 
The policy has been fixed and established by the 
adoption of an unequivocal constitutional 
amendment and the enactment of laws clearly 
enunciating the will of a sovereign people. In 
formal decisions the highest court of the land 
has construed the law, upholding and affirming 
its terms. Any offer, by organized labor, or any 
individual, to aid and abet a political assault 
upon the law, is a tender of sympathy to those 
who, in the estimation of law-abiding people, are 
foes of the established order. 

Whatever warrant Governor Smith mav as- 
sume was given.him bv the people of his:State 
in electing him to his high office for the third 
time, he should not forget that prohibition is no 
longer an issue, political or otherwise. Much 
as he and others similarly disposed may desire 
nullification. the fact remains that the matter 
is one in which the states, individually or col- 
lectively, no longer have a choice. There is no 
longer any such thing as local option. 
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On the eve of his retirement, Governor Bax- 
ter of Maine pauses to offer a word of friendly 
counsel to the people of 
his State. The advice is 
so sound and practical 
that people elsewhere 
might profit by it if thev 
would. The Governor 
says he wants to go on

ages : issuance of any addi- 


tional bonds for the purpose of raising money 
to be spent on the roads and bridges of Maine. 
He does not mean by this that he disapproves 
of such improvements. The expenditures thus 
made he regards as necessary and advisable. 
What he objects to is the continuance of the 
prodigal practice of mortgaging the future for 
the benefit of the present, thus allowing the 
accumulation of debts to be paid bv those of 
another generation. He believes the people 
who use and enjoy the modern roads now being 
constructed should be made to pay for them. 
Experience has taught a valuable lesson. It 
is that the people of today are not really build- 
ing for the future when they lay down even the 
most expensive highways which modern in- 
genuity has devised. Vehicles now operated in 
large numbers quickly make rebuilding or ex- 
pensive repairing necessary. At the present rate 
of wear and tear many of the streets and high- 
ways will be unfit for use long before the bonds 
issued for their construction have matured. 
Otherwise expressed, it is the opinion of Gov- 
ernor Baxter that Maine, as well as every other 
state, should live within its means. By that he 
wishes, no.doubt, to be understood as meaning 
exactly what he says. It is a mistake to pretend 
that the roads of which the people of a state or 
section are rightfully proud are a monument to 
a generation vet ufborn. The indication is that 
those who follow will be left, unless a fairer 
policy is adopted, the duty of paying for what 
the people of today are enjoying. It is interest- 
ing, in this connection, to bear in mind the fact

There is no royal 
road to affluence, but it would seem that the 
people of today have come near to discovering 
a pretty fair substitute. The awakening will 
come when the bonds fall due.

immigration program. As the Christmas sea- 
son arrives, with its perennial appeal for peace 
on earth, the is occasion for thanksgiving 
in the comparative cessation of anti-Japanese 


and anti-American agitation in recent months, 


notwithstanding the introduction of the Ameri- 
can navy maneuvers on the Pacific, next spring, 
as a further irritant to Japanese sensibilities. 
Especially gratifying at this time is the failure 
of the Britten bill to pass. It is significant 
that this effort of a famous anti-Japanese rep- 
resentative in Congress, to put the white na- 
tions bordering on the Pacific in the position 
of associated hostility to Japan, has failed. 

More favorable developments may be ex- 
pected with the progress of time. The new 
Japanese Ambassador to America, Tsuneo 
‘latsudaira, and his wife are warmly welcomed 
as representing the best elements in Japan's 
Official and diplomatic life. Preparations have 
been made in America to accord full naval 
honors to the Japanese cruisers and midship- 
men now on their annual practice cruise when 
they shall touch at United States ports. (dt is 
perfectly obvious that the Government of the 
United States and the Government of Japan are 
in hearty accord in their desire to maintain not 
merely peace but friendly and. intimate rela- 
tions, and the only menace to peace comes from 
irresponsible and unofficial people who insist 
on talking, writing, and publishing matter thet 
tends to inflame the relations between the two 
nations. 

It is possibly unfortunate that the Adminis- 
tration is so far committed to the naval maneu- 
vers in the Pacific that they cannot be post- 
poned, but President Coolidge bas made it clear 
that this is not to be taken as in any sense an 
unfriendly gesture. Honolulu is an American 
Outpost, its waters are certainly a point in 
which the United States fleet has a perfect 
right to be seen, and it is not to be believed 
that the responsible authorities in Japan feel 
any more aggrieved by this perfectly proper 
naval maneuver than do the responsible au- 
thorities in the United States intend to express 
by it any hostile purpose. The truer Japanese 
attitude has been presented by Admiral Okada, 
commander-in-chief of thé imperial joint naval 
squadrons, who declared the maneuvers of 
the American Navy are nothing more nor less 
than maneuvers of the kind undertaken by 
navies of every other nation, with which the 


_ Japanese Navy is in complete sympathy. 


Now the latest Tokyo dispatches bring the 
statement of Premier Kato, declaring in con- 
vincing language the Japanese appreciation of 
America’s real friendliness, and his own coun- 
try’s adherence to the same purposes of amity 
peace. ‘Thus all authoritative and de- 
indications point to a continuance 
of honorable and friendly conduct on both 
sides, accompanied by confidence and under- 
Standing. It can only be reiterated at this time

' that if trouble-making politicians and sensa- 


tion-monging newspapers can be either kept 
still or ignored, there is no reason to appre- 
hend any interruption of the historic friend- 
ship between the two nations, destined by their 
geographical positions to work out the policies 
which shall control international intercourse 
many generations.

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The Desert Treasuries of Chile 


By WALLACE THOMPSON 


Antofagasta, Chile 

This attractive coast city of Chile is the metropolis of 
the nitrate producing districts of the desert north and Is, 
in addition, one of the principal outlets to the sea of the 
inland republic of Bolivia. One reaches this port from 
La Paz after a long railway trip. first through the midst 
of the high intra-Andean plain of Bolivia, some 12,000 
feet above the sea— itself hardly cultivated at those rare 
heights--and then down a steady drop of nearly twenty- 
four hours through ‘ae inexpressibly forlorn borax and 
nitrate desert. 

The railway from bad Paz to Antof..gasta is 727 miles 
long, and the running time is forty-three hours, at a 
rate not breath-taking, but steady anc sure for all that. 
From Mexico southward through all the tropical coun- 
tries, through Colombia, Ecuador, Peru, there is no sign 
or thought of sleeping cars, until you reach the highland 
capital of Bolivtd There you find them, on a narrow- 
gauge railway, made in England, well finished, clean and 
warm. In them one travels the length of the Bolivian 
highlands, and in others like them one descends to this 
port on the Pacific 

The English-operated Antofagasta & Bolivia Railway 
runs in Bolivia on tracks-of one-meter (thirty-nine inch) 
but from the mining town of Uyuni, where the 
Chilean division begins (although Uyuni is well inside 
Bolivia) the gauge is thirty inches, a track on which sleep- 
ing cars, dining and day coaches, and long trains of freight 
cars not only balance themselves, but transport immense 
tonnages of freight and thousands of passengers. The 
passenger equipment, while tiny in comparison to the fine 
standard gauge cars of the Peruvian Corporations lines 
onthe other side of Lake Titacaca, is fresh and well kept, 
and the dining cars, which are used by everyone as club 
cars, give a touch of comfort and luxury new and strange 
to the voyager from the other countries of South America. 


+ + = 


The Antofagasta railway has its own tracks out of 
La Paz, up the steep sides of the canyon at whose foot 
lies the Bolivian eapital. While, in fact, the railway from 
Peru (via Lake Titacaca and Guaqui) comes into La Paz 
on a seven per cent grade, operated by electric locomo- 
tives, the Antofagasta line has a grade of 2.67 per cent, 
uses its regular steam locomotives (oil 
burners) and covers twenty miles in making the 15v4- 
foot climb up from La Paz to the wide flat pampas. Like 
the other journey, it is full of wonderful vistas, and 
indeed more varied in the territory through which it 
passes and in the innumerable crags and rocks which 
frame the pictures of the city and of the great snow 
mountain of Illimani which rises so toweringly above it. 

The second city of Bolivia, Oruro, is on this Antofagasta 
line, and is reached late in the evening on the “inter- 
national” train which runs through twice a week from 
La Paz tothe coast. Oruro, at about the height of La Paz, 
is wind-swept and cold, a barren spot and yet rich in 
hospitality, and the center, moreover, of the most impor- 
tant tin mining districts. Beyond Oruro the pampas 
stretch, bleak and cold, through the night, and save for 
the fact that the cold freezes the-water in the railway 
sleeping cars at all seasons of the vear, one is happy 
to be in a comfortable berth through the long miles and 
hours of the trip.
